My Lorp, 

I have the gratification to inform your Lordship of the total discomfiture, and 
precipitate retreat of that portion of Commissioner Yih-King’s force, which had been sent forward to 
exterminate us, and 1 fee] most thankful to say, with wonderfully small loss on our part. 


My letter of the 11th will have informed your Lordship of the attacks on this City, and Chinhae, 
on the night of the 9th and morning of the 10th. I deemed it right promptly to follow up these 
kuccessful repulscs, taking the attacking colymns in detail, and understanding that General 
Yu-poo-yun was advancing from Fuoghwa with from 6 to 7,000 men, I moved out to meet him on 
the 13th, with 600 men of the 18th aed 49th Regiments, and Madras Artillery, with 2 guns and 50 
Sappers, flanked by the Sesostris, Steamer, which moved up the river parallel with our route, havi 
on board three Coimpanies of the 26th, and a small body of Seamen and Marines. Until I reach 
the village Litso, ubout 7 miles from henco, where I widerstood the enemy had been posted on the 
12th, I could obtain no gatiafactory information of his movements; but I had the mortification to 
find on my arrival, that thie Chinese bad retreated over the hills the preceding night apparently 
moving on Shan Hing.

Upon our approaching Tsekee and occupying a hill, which commands the Southern face of the 
walls, and the South gate, the Chinese fired all the guns and ginjals they had for the defence of this 
gate, but with so little effect, and at so great a distance, that it led me tu believe that they (most in 
accountably) did not propose to defend the City ; and | was confirmed in this conclusion by obser. 
ing that the ramparts nearest us were unoccupied, while the Segaon hills at the opposite side of the 
town, on which were their encampments, appeared crowded with troops. Lieutenant-Colone] 
Mortgomerie having with his usual promptitude brought up his guns, I determined at once to taka 
the City by storm, pass through to the North gate, there reunite my force, and carry the enemy's 
encampments. I was led to this line of operation by the conclusion before mentioned that the 
Chinese did not mean to defend the City, as well as with a view to expedite the attack on the 
heights, as it would otherwise have been necessary (to provide for the possible case of the enemy's 
being in force within the walls) to make a detour out of range through the paddy fields, but my 

rincipal object was, to prevent the enemy from falling back on the City, when driven from the hills, 
a furtherance of these views, I directed the Naval Brigade, with a party of Sappers, covered by the 
guns and the Madras Rifles, if opposed, to cscalade the walls in my front, assemble on the ramparts 
and move along them to the North gate. ‘The 49th I instructed to move on the South gate, blow it 
open, and join the Naval Brigade on the ramparts. I had previously ordered the 18th to dislodge a 
body of the enemy that occupied a hillto the North East of the City, after which they were to move 
round the walls, out of ginjal range, and threaten the North gate. Should the Naval Brigade and 
49th meet with opposition, the 26th were placed in reserve and were directed to move with and 
protect the guns. 

A few minutes placed the Naval Brigade on the walls unopposed, and the whole promptly 
formed on the ramparts. The Royal Irish meanwhile dispersed the enemy in their fronts and 
rapidly moved on the North gate: I accompanied the 49th, but finding that the bridge over the 
canal, close to the South gate, was destroyed, and that it would take some time to replace it, the 
corps passed along a canal under the walls, and I directed the Naval Brigade to move parallel with 
it upon the ramparts. ‘The whole force thus soon arrived at the place of assembly, the North gate. 

The City of Tsekee is surrounded on three sides with precipitous hills, and th- 
North gate is on a low spur of one of these hills which terminates in an eminence with 
the walls. At the North Western extremity of arange of high hills, being a branch of the 
mountains that skirt the coast, are the Segaon or Siguen hills on which were the encampments: 
both were of considerable extent, and the natural difficulties of the position strengthened by abattis. 
These camps which as well as the summits of the hills beyond them, were thickly occupied, were 
within long range of the walls, the intervening space being a tract of paddy fields with a few scatter: 
ed houses. I at once perceived that the position was faulty, as the hills on our right commanded 
their left, while their left commanded their right, and I made my dispositions accordingly. The 
18th with a Rifle Company 36th M. N. 1, were ordered to move up a ravine and occupy a hill to 
the left of the position. ‘The Naval Brigade was instructed to move under the walls, and occupy 
two rather large buildings in front of the right encampment, making a lodgement under cover 
ready to rush forward, when the 18th should reach the summit and tarn the enemy’s left. » With 
the 49th I proposed to attack at the same moment the largest encampment in my front, my great 
object being to make a simultaneous attack with the three columns pushing the ]8th down in reas, 
while the Naval Brigade should cut off all communication with the City. So rapid were our move- 
ments that only one gun could be brought up, votwithatanding the praiseworthy exertions of 
Lieutenatt Colonel Montgomerie, who daghed his gune into the canal and entered the City by a 
water gate. This gun was ably brought up and did good execution under the direction of Captain 
Moore, of the Madras Artillery, who with his party merits great praise for the extraordinary 
exertions in dragging it through paddy fields and across canals. | ' 

The steepness of the mountain gorge, by which the Royal Irish and Rifles ascended notwith- 
standing the enthusiasm of their advance, occupied more time in surmounting than J anticipated ; 
and finding that the Naval Brigade might probably suffer more by the delay than in an immedite at- 
tack, and that the enemy appeared to gain confidence by this delay, I ordered the advance to be 
sounded, when the 49th, with their accustomed spirit, rushed up the hill, overcoming all opposition, 
and crowned. its height within a few mates, driving every thing before them. From this height it

The Admiral als3 noticed (and it came under my own observation) the judici- 
gus and well directed fire of rockets by a party under Lieutenant James Fitzjames and Mr. Charles 
heates Jackson, Mate, both of H. M.’s Ship Cornwallis. These Officers accompanied Sir William 
Parker with the advance. Lieutenant A. J. B. Hambly, of the Royal Marines, was severely wounded 
at the head of his company in the advance to the hill. 

J cannot too strongly express my entire approbation of the enthusiastic manner in which the 
whole force maintained their character. Our loss, under Divine protection, was wonderfully small,’ 
hut the enemy’s troops stood well and disputed the hills until in many instances our Officers and 
men came into personal contact with them. 

The conduct of the 49th came more under my personal observation, and I witnessed with great 
saisfaction the zealous exertions of Captain Reignolds (wounded); Lieutenant and Adjutant 
‘Browne; Lieutenants Ramsay and Mitchell of the Grenadier Company; Lieutenant Lane (whose 
‘Jeft arm was amputated on the field) and Lieutenant Montgomery (severely wounded in the thigh.) 

J must also Mention with much approbation the conduct of Brevet Captain Balfour, of the Madras 
Auilery. T almost feel it invidious to name these Officers when I am conscious that every indivi- 
dial zealously did his duty; but as their conduct came under my own eye, I consider it a duty to 
expiess my Sense of approval. 

The exact strength of the enemy I can hardly estimate, as various accounts give it at from 7 
ti 1u,000 men. I conceive it to have been about 8,000 men: they were the elite of the Chinese 
aint, eluding 500 of the Imperial body guard, remarkably fine men, the Kansuh troops from the 
t nueis of Turkistan, a strong and muscular race accustomed to border warfare and reputed by 
tue Chinese invincible, and the Shange troops, for whose arrival Yih-King gave out that he had 
delayed Ins attack, ‘Their loss must have been very great, not less than a thousand were killed 
upou the field or in the pursuit and drowned in the canals; a great proportion of Mandarine fell. 
These troops not having before met the English, apprehended, I presume, that we stiould give no 
quarter; and although the Officers and men showed great forbearance, calling to the Chinese to 
suirender, very few prisoners were taken. We have, however, three Mandarina, two from Kansuh, 
ad one a Lieutenant of the Imperial body guard. 

Fatigue parties from the several corps, together with the available native followers, were 

occupied in collecting guns, ginjals, and matchlocks left in camp or thrown away during the flight, 
untl 12 o'clock on the 16th, when I set fire to the encampments, and to the several houses thate 
the Chinese had occupied as arsenals. At daylight in the morning I had sent into the town to 
open the grain magazines to the populace, witich eagerly flocked to them, and upon visiting them 
next morning, I found they had been completely emptied. From these and other causes I could 
not commence my march before half past twelve o’clock, when the column moved for the Changki 
pass, which 1 determined to carry, in order to destroy this, as 1 understood, formidable position, and 
capture the treasure chest. After a rapid march of three hours we reached the base of the hills 
under this pass. The position appeared remarkably strong, indeed, almost impracticable from the 
front, as the hills are lofty and exceedingly steep and the summits of the ridges were intrench- | 
ed strongly. But here again as at Segaon, I perceived that the position could be turned, and I at 
once directed the Royal Irish to ascend the hills on the left of the position, while I moved 
with the 26th Cameronians, and 49th, supported by the Naval Brigade, and occupied a wooded 
spur which led up direct to the left of the encampment. On reaching the summit of this spur, I 
found that the enemy had retreated, taking with him his gung, and I regret to say, his treasure ; but 
a considerable quantity of good bread was discovered, also some ammunition. We halted for a couplo’ 
of hours, and as there was not sufficient cover for all the troops, the worka were set fire to, together 
with the magazine and a large Joss house where the Mandaring resided The column returned to 
Tsekee, which we did not reach until nine o'clock that night; all the villages in the neighbourhood 
f our route were apparently deserted by the inhabitants; but | am happy ‘to say, in no one Instance 
vas a house entered on our line of march, along which no trace was left betokening a movement of 
roops through a hostile country. Indeed, with the exception of a very few killed in houses where 
he Chinese troops sought refuge the preceding day, I did not see amid the slain one individual that 
as not habited as a soldier, which, as the peasantry were in many instances intermingled with the 
Ugitives, goes far to shew the forbearance and discrimination of our men even in the heat of pursuit. 

Orth 17th I yeturned with the whole force to Ningpo, with the exception of two companies

Candahar, 12th March, 1842. 
Sir, 

I have the honor to acquaint you, for the information of the Right Honorable the 
vevernor General of India, that during the month df February, considerable numbers of the rebel 
forces under the comm ind of' Prince Suftur Jung and other Afghan Chiefs assembled in the vicinity 
of Candakar, plundering the villages, and by every possible means urging the inhabitants to join in 


anattack upon the British troops, In the beginning of the present month, the enemy approached 
close to the City of Candabar. 


I made the necessary arrangements for the safety of the City, and leaving a garrison of about 
9,600 men in it, I, on the 7th instant, moved with the remainder of my force against the enemy. 
They retired as I advance]; they were driven first across the river Turnuk, and then across the 
Urghundab. They would not allow our Infantry to come in contact with them. On the 9th, we 
got near enough to open our guns upon them with great effect; they were soon broken and fled ; 
my want of good Cavalry saved them from being totally destroyed; they were dispersed in every 
direction. 


During a march of five dvs, opposed to 12,000 of the enemy, who had upwards of 6,000 well 
mounted Cavalry, continually moving round our column, not a Camel was taken or a particle of 
baggage lost. The troops marched without tents, both Officers and men, and the conduct of my 
Artillery and Infantry was excellent. 


* T think this dispersion of the rebel force will have the best effect, as it will convince the inha- 
bitants that the Chiefs cannot face us iu the field with any chance of success. I am now doing alle 
in my power to cuonciliate the villagers, and to induce them to return to the cultivation of their lands, 
and to liva in peace under the assurance of protection. 


_ During my absence, a strong detachment of the enemy made and attempt on the City, and 
succeeded in burning one of the gates, but they were repulsed with great loss by the gallantry of 
the troops in garrison, under the command of Major Lane, of the 2d Regt. N. I, whose report shall 
be forwarded for the information of Government by the first opportunity.

For the infurmation of Major General Nott, commanding, I have the honor ¢ 

report the fullowing particulars of an attack made upon Candahar on the night of the 10th instant, 

During the forenoon of the above date, large bodies of the enemy, Horse and Foot, were obser, 

ed assembling from all quarters, taking up a position near old Candahar and the adjoining villages. 

and in the course of the day their numbers rapidly increased, parties from the main body movine 

round and establishing themselves in front of the Shikarpore efite. As their object was evidently 

to attack the garrison, the Political Agent directed the inhabitants to shut their shops and a 
within their houses, and precautions were taken to secure the gates by piling bags of grain inside 


About 8 o’clock r. m. a desperate attack was made upon the Herat gate, and OWing to the 
darkness of the night some combustibles were placed near it and ignited unperceived, and in a fey 
fainutes the gate was in flames. I immediately ordered a party of 100 Rank and File from the 24 
Regiment, and a Company from the Shah's Ist Infantry, to support the gaard at the gate, and ty, 
guus were also placed in position commanding the entrance. 

Dense masses of the enemy had now collected at this point keeping up an incessant and heavy 
fire, which was returned with great effect from the ramparts, but so reckless and daring were tip 
assailants that notwithstanding the fearful havoc among them, cight or ten men actually farced 
their way, by tearing down the burning fragments of the gate, and scrambling over the bags of 
grain; these were instantly shot, and their fate, together with the galling fire from the walls, dismayed 
the attacking party, who retired about midnight after four hours resolute fighting. 

Another attack touk place at the Shikarpoor gate about 9 v. M., and a similar attempt was made 
to fire it, which, however, failed, and the assailants were driven back; a small party also approached 
the Cabool gate, but the garrison being every where on the alert, the cnemy was compelled to retire 
about | o'clock a.m. of the [1th, and when the day broke not a soul was visible. 

The guards over the several gates were so completely sheltered, that not a single casualty 
occurred, whilst the well-directed and destructive fire which was maintained for nearly four hours 
must have done great execution, Upwards of 50 dead bodies were found in and near the Herat 
gate, and from the determined assault of the enemy who came close up to the walls, their losa must 
have been immense; report estimates it at 1,000 killed aud wounded, and I am informed by Major 
Rawlinson, Political Agent, that Prince Suftur Jung, Meerza Ahmed, and other Sirdars were pre- 
gent encouraging the assuilants. 

A considerable quantity of grain was unavoidably destroyed atthe Herat gate, but as it present- 
ed a strong barricr, 1 trust the sacrifice will be considered unimportant. This gate has been bit 
up, and the others have been temporarily barricaded with grain bags. 

Before concluding my report, f would beg to acknowledge the valuable assistance rendered me on 
this occasion by Major Rawlimsun, Political Agent, and Captain Ripley, Fort Adjutant. The exer- 
tions of every Oliver and Soldier in garrison were unremitting, aud it atfords me infinite pleasute 
$o bear testimony to the admirable conduct of all parties during the attack.

On reaching that place J sighted tha 
end Shat’s Regt. rebel camp on the opposite side of the Urghundab, distant abcut four 
miles, and large bodies of Cavalry grazing their horses between it and 
the river. I continued my march to the spot selected for my encampment, and shortly after reach- 
ing it at $ past 10, or 24, a large body of the enemy’s Cavalry was observed forming and oceupying 
the pass in my rear; on which | reinforced the rear guard with two guns and a wing of the 38th 
N. J. placing the convey under the hills in the rear and protecting its front and flanks with the 
force at my disposal, which had hardly been effected, when finding the foree above mentioned fast 
increasing, I deemed it highly necessary to move back for their dispersion taking with me two Horse- 
artllery guns under Lieutenant Turner, the 58th Regiment, and a party of Skinner’s Horse under 
Lieutenant ‘Travers, detaching two Companies 38th Regiment to drive the enemy from the tops of some 
low hills they had crowned with horsemen on my left, which was speedily done, and the well directed 
fie from Lieutenant Turner's guns soon drove in the body of the enemy collected on the Pass, com- 
manded, I am told, bv Salloo Khan and Taj Mahomed, who moved round to join the party then 
frreatening the right flank of the convoy. On this I retraced my steps and rejoined the convoy, 
¥hich had been Jeft under Lieutenant Colonel McLaren’s charge during my absence, and who had 
dislodged a third body of the enemy from the enclosed gardens and villages in hie front with a patt 
ofthe 16th Regiment. Onmy reaching the convoy, I directed Captain Macan, Commanding the 
Shah's 2d Regiment, to move his corps, supported by two guns and the half of Leeson’s Horse 
under Ensign Chamberlain against the party on the right flank, which movement had been partly 
executed when the force under the Major General’s personal command arrived to my support, at the 
time when the party of Cavalry under Ensign Chamberlain received a partial check from an overpow- 
ering body of the enemy, and that Officer was severely wounded, and Lieutenant ‘I’ravers slightly, 
who acted in concert with him.

3, Previous to my departure from [ong-kong, and subsequently to the wreck of their trans- 
port in the Typhoon of July last, I placed the detachment in Fort Victoria, on the Cowloon Penin- 
cula, and flattered myself that from this time their general health began to amend: but, after my 
departure, consequent upon the determination of Her Majesty's Plenipotentiary not to cecupy the 
Peninsula, they were removed to Hong-kong, and sickness has unhappily continued amouget them to 


sich degree, that many have died, and nothing perhaps but an immediate return to their native 
country cau save a large portion of the remainder. 


4. Deeming it therefore expedient to let them go, I could not permit them to return without 


this renewed testimony on my purt to their gallant services in the field, and to their uniformly good 
conduct in quarters.

1. Whereas it is expedient that the Governor General should 
visit the North Western Provinces and other parts of India, unac- 
companied by any Member of the Council of India, it is enacted 
that during the absence of the Governor General from Calcutta, 
st shall be lawful for the Governor General alone to exercise all 
the powers which may be exercised by the Governor General in 
Council, except always the power of making Laws and Regulations. 


Il. And it is figther enacted, that this Act shall commence 
from the day on which it shall be notified by an Order published 
in the Official Gazette, that the Governor Gencral has quitted 
Calcutta for the purpose of sc proceeding as aforesaid.

Ee ia 
convinced that there, as in all former times, it will be 
found, while, as at Jellalabad the European and Na- 
tive Troops mutually supporting each other, and 
evincing equal discipline and valour, are led into action 


by Officers in whom they justly confide. 


The Governor General directs that the substance of 
this Notification and of Major General Sir Robert 
Sale’a report be carefully made known to all the 
Troops, and that a salute of 21 guns be fired at every 
principal Station of the Army.

Sir, 

Information was on the evening of the 5th 
instant brought into this place, in the most positive 
and circumstantial terme from spies in the enemy's 
Camp, to the effect that the Force under Major Ge- 


neral Pullook, C. B., had met with reverse in the 
Kbyber, and sotraced its steps towards Peshawur, and 


about 10 r. M. on the 6th a feu de-joie and salute of 
artillery was fired by Mahumud Akbur, which was 
said to be in honor of the same event. It was on the 
same day aud through similar channels announced to 
me that the Afghans were sending reinforcements to 
aid in defending the Frontier Passes. Although I 
could not wholly depend upon these statements, which 
were improbable in themselves, and accompanied by 
cvunter reports of another revolé#ton at Cabool, which 
was assigned by some as the cause of the rejoicing of 
the defeat of the Afghana in Khyber, and by an 
account of the intended and even actual retreat of the 
Sirdar to-day; however I came, on a full consideration 
of the various circumstances and rumours, to the re- 
solution of anticipating the last mentioned event by a 
general attack on the Afghan Camp, in the hopes of 
relieving this place from blockade, and facilitating 
General Pollock’s advance. Iaccordingly gave direc- 
tions to form three columns of Infantry. The centre 

consisting of H. M.'s 13th Light Infantry, 500 Rank 

and File under Colone) Denme, C. B. The left of the 
85th N. 1, 510 Rank and File under Lieutenant Co- 
lone) Monteith, C. B. The right of a Company of 
the 13th Light Infantry, another of the 35th N. I. 
and the detachinent of Sappers under Lieutenant Orr, 

(the severity of Captain Broadfoot’s wound still ren- 
dering him non-effective) the whole 360 strong, com- 

manded by Captain Havelock, 13th Light Infantry. 

These were to be supported by the fire of the guna of 
No. G6, Light Field Battery, under Captain Abbott, to 

which Captain Backhouse, Shah Shoojah’s Artillery, 

was also attached, and by the whole of my small Ca- 

valry force under Captain Oldfield and Lieutenant 

Mayne. The troops issued from the Cabul and Pesh- 

awur Gates at daylight this morning. So far from 

the Sirdar having made any dispositions to avoid the 

encounter, his whole force (not falling short in all of 
6000 men) was formed in order of battle for the 

defence of hié Camp, its right resting--on a Fort, and 

its left on the Cabul river, and even the ruined walls 

within 800 yards of the place, recently repeired, were 

filled with Ghilzie markymen, evidently prepared for 

a stout resiutance. The attack was led by the Skir- 

mishera in column, under Captain Havelock. which 

drove the enemy in the most satisfactory manner from 

the extreme left of his advanced line of walls, which 

it pierced at once, and proceeded to advance into the 

plain, whilst the central column directed ita efforts 

against a square poat, the defeace of which was obati- 

nately maintained. 

With the deepest regret I have to mention that, 
whilst nobly leading his "Regiment to the assault, 
Colonel Dennie, C. B., of the 18th Light Infantry, 
received a shot through the body, which shortly after 
proved fatal. The rear of this work being gained by 
passing to its left, I gave orders for a combined attack 
on the enemy's camp. It was in every way brilliant 
and suocessful. The Artillery advanced at the gallop, 
and directed a heavy fire on the Afghan centre, whilet 
two of the columns of Infantry penetrated his line at 
the seme point, and the third drove his left back from 
his support on the civer, into the atream off which some 


of hia Horse and Foot were forced. The Atghs 
made repeated attempts to check our advanos 4 
smart fire of musquetry, and throwing forward hegy 
bodies of horse, which twice closely threatenc, the 
Troops under Captain Havelock, and by Opening 
againat us 3 Gunes from a Battery, screened by Sa). 
den Wall, and said to have been served under the 
personal superintendence of the Sirdar; but in a short 
time thay were dislodged from every point of their 
position, their Cannon taken, and their Camp involved 
in a general conflagration. The battle was over, and 
the enemy in full retreatin the direction of Lughmnan 
by about 7 a.m. We have made ourselves masters 
of 2 Cavalry Standards, recaptured 4 Guns, lost by the 
Cabool and Gundamuck Forces, the restoration of | 
which to our Government is viewed by the Force with | 
much honest exultation, and destroyed the whole of the 
Enemy’s Tents. In short, the defeat of Mahomud 
Akbar by the force which he boasted of blockading, 
has been, in open field, complete and signal. 





The fall of an Officer so distinguished as Colone) 
Dennie will be feltas a public calamity. Lamenting 
it in every way, I must ahare with his country, lus 
Regiment, and his friends, in the consolation afforded 
by the reflection that he was killed most gallantly 
performing his duty.

To Major Frazer of the Light Cavalry, who acted as 
my A. D. C., and to Captain Mainwaring, Commissariat 
Officer with the force, who was present in and active 
on the ficild. Captain Macgregor, Political Agent, 
handsomely offered his services with No. 6, Light 
Field Battery, and was most useful in serving the Gute.
